His job working for a com-

Multi-town 
chase ends 
In crash

WEST BROOKFIELD —- 
After attempts to pull over a 
driver in Auburn, Palmer, Ware 
and West Brookfield were 
unsuccessful, the pursuit ended 
in an accident on Route 9. 

The driver, Edward Smith, 
56, whose last known address 
was 44 Roosevelt Drive in 
Southbridge, got into an acci- 
dent and was air lifted from 
the scene on Wednesday, 
Feb. 5, according to West 
Brookfield Police Chief Thomas 
O’ Donnell. 

Smith began to speed in 
Auburn, which became a con- 
cern for police, who attempted 
to stop him. After he went onto 
the Massachusetts Turnpike, 
State Police began pursuit, but 
also backed off, according to 
O’ Donnell. 

When Smith exited the inter- 
state, he drove through Palmer 
at the same rates of speed and 
drove into Ware. 

O’Donnell said Ware Police 
attempted to spike strips but 
were unsuccessful, and also 
called off the pursuit. 

When Smith travelled into 
West Brookfield, he passed a 
West Brookfield officer on 
Route 9 by Northeast Pizza, 
where the officer began a pur- 
Suit as well. 

“As he was driving around 
the corner (near Brookfield 
Wire) he lost control of the 
vehicle and crashed into the 
guardrail. He travelled down the 
guardrail about 100 feet, and 
struck a pole with active wires,”

Community Coalition tackles challenges

WARE — The annual meeting of 
elected officials and Quaboag Hills 
Community Coalition touched on 
an array of topics Monday, includ- 
ing a lack of public transportation, 
the coming census, aid formulas 
for providing senior citizen ser- 
vices, a lack of mental health ser- 
vices for children and the need for 
a regional peer recovery center.

She shared her heartbreak 
and frustration in the letter and 
asked Patrissi to read it aloud at the 
meeting. 

“This letter comes to you from 
Baystate Medical Center’s pediat- 
ric emergency department, at 4:30 
this morning,” it read. “I’m here 
with my son, a sweet, intelligent, 
goofy kid who had to be restrained 
last night by five police officers 
after punching me an Id tearing out 
a fistful of my hair. He’s having a

mental health crisis, and I’ve been 
trying to get him the care he so 
desperately wants and needs. 

She went on to say he was not 
violent at school and gets good 
grades, and the school has told her 
they can’t provide more than their 
special education services because 
he is not violent there. 

“I'd like to thank you for the 
work you’ve already done to help 
kids like mine get the services they

need,” she wrote.’But my son’s 
story is evidence that this work is 
far from over.

The grants are a result of a rec- 
ommendation in the Massachusetts 
Department of Transportation 2019 
Congestion Report to encourage 
employers to create innovative 
solutions for assisting employees 
to commute to work by using pub- 
lic transportation or shared trans- 
portation. These 23 grants will 
fund a total of 21 groups, includ- 
ing Regional Transit Authorities, 
municipalities, Transportation 
Management Associations, busi- 
ness organizations and others 
which have demonstrated an inten- 
tion to shift commuters from sin- 
gle-occupancy vehicles to other 
modes of transportation to help 
alleviate roadway congestion and 
reduce emissions from the trans- 
portation sector. 

“TNC S.€ Workforce 
Transportation Grants will allow 
employers to provide addition- 
al commuting options to their 
employees, increasing access to 
jobs, alleviating traffic congestion 
and reducing greenhouse gas emis- 
sions,’ said Gov. Charlie Baker. 
“Our administration will continue 
to work with the business commu- 


nity, local leaders and the legis- 
lature to support ways to address 
congestion on the commonwealth’s 
roadways.” 

“The Administration is pleased 
to partner with the employer com- 
munity and local transit agencies 
to help address traffic congestion,” 
said Lt. Gov. Karyn Polito. “These 
grants will help to ensure that peo- 
ple throughout Massachusetts have 
the best options for reaching their 
jobs and other economic opportu- 
nities.” 

“What is needed is more com- 
muting options, more transit, more 
employer shuttles, more ‘first mile, 
last mile’ services to connect peo- 
ple to workplaces and job centers,” 
said Pollack. “This $4.2 million in 
Workforce Transportation Grants 
help fund employers providing 
these options.” 

The workforce transportation 
grant funding will be provided for 
targeted operating assistance, and 
the implementation of technology 
improvements that will benefit the 
transportation of workers. Projects 
that will result in new services or 
provide an innovative and sustain- 
able approach to providing work- 
force transportation are given pri- 
ority under this program. Eligible 
applicants include employers, 
Transportation Management 
Associations, municipalities and 
nonprofit organizations. 

In August 2019, MassDOT 
published a “Congestion in the 
commonwealth” report that is the 
product of that data-driven analy- 
sis, and includes a set of next steps 
for how to respond to congestion 
and the challenges that accompany 
it. The Workforce Transportation 
Grant Program is a direct result of 


one of these recommendations. 

MassDOT is currently explor- 
ing the feasibility of managed 
lanes and the enhancement of 
a “shared travel network” in 
Massachusetts. Additionally, the 
MassDOT Highway Division is 
conducting a range of projects to 
more actively manage our roadway 
operations to respond to conges- 
tion-causing incidents. MassDOT 
is also in the process of developing 
bus-on-shoulder pilot projects. At 
the current time, after comprehen- 
sive conversations with municipal- 
ities, the MBTA has a total of ten 
miles of dedicated bus lanes in its 
bus system, and is anticipating to 
expanded bus-only lanes by many 
more miles. 

The Baker-Polito 
Administration has filed an $18 
billion Transportation Bond Bill 
which, in part, would provide 
funding to encourage and support 
more transit options state-wide. 
One section in the bond bill filed 
last summer authorizes $330 mil- 
lion in capital support for the 15 
Regional Transit Authorities to 
invest in fleets and facilities. 
The bill also includes a new $50 
million Transit Infrastructure 
Partnership Program which would 
provide grants to enable tran- 
sit authorities and municipalities 
to work together to provide bus 
lanes, transit signal priority and 
other infrastructure to keep buses 
moving. 

The Workforce Grants being 
announced today are for projects 
selected on a competitive basis. 
Grant recipients will now be 
required to enter into a contract 
with MassDOT to address the proj- 
ect goals.

board will take up the matter again 
in March, when it finishes another 
forum and hears from the police 
and public works departments on 
a recommended parking plan for 
those streets.

domestic violence 
are separate issues 


Each situation should 
be addressed

ecently while training about the inter- 
R sic: of intimate partner violence and 

addiction, I heard a longtime addictions 
counselor say this: “in true recovery, intimate 
partner abuse stops because it is the drugs that 
make a mess of our relationships.” 

This is simply not true. While an under- 
standable misconception, it is inaccurate. It’s 
also a dangerous misconception because if you 
believe that, you might also assume that treat- 
ing addiction is a sufficient intervention when 
someone who 1s addicted also abuses a partner. 
In reality, both problems — the disease of 
addiction and the perpetration of intimate part- 
ner violence — need responses. These must be 
separate and distinct from one another. 

A range of studies indicate there is up to a 
60 percent overlap (Bland 2013; Warshaw & 
Tinnon, 2018; El-Bassel, Gilbert, Wu, Chang 
& Fontdevila, 2006) between substance misuse 
and intimate partner violence. It 1s understand- 
able why many people incorrectly believe sub- 
stance misuse or addiction causes violence. 

So how does addiction interact with abuse? 
To understand that interplay, it’s helpful to first 
understand the abusive values framework from 
the field of domestic violence that I developed 
over 31 years in the field. We can use the 
framework to deeply consider the root caus- 
es of abusive behaviors and then apply it to 
addiction in order to better understand the two 
disorders. 

In order to be abusive, a person consciously 
or unconsciously harbors these beliefs. The 
words in italics are real examples of how the 
abuser might express that belief: 

1.) I can hurt or intimidate you or misuse 
my power or show contempt if I feel uncom- 
fortable. 

“You shouldn’t have made me feel that 
way!” 

2.) I am inherently superior or the male 
gender is superior or traits culturally associat- 
ed with “the feminine” are inferior or identities 
unlike my own are inferior, such as nonbina-

ry, gender expression, age, race, (dis)ability, 
LBGTQ, etc. 

“Don’t be such a whiny little bitch.” 

3.) It is your job to accept me as I am, no 
matter what I do. 

“You knew who I was when we got togeth- 
er 

4.) [have the right to tear you down if you 
point out something about me that threatens 
my self-concept. 

“Who do you think you are, telling me?” 

5.) You must celebrate me, my self-per- 
ceived strengths, my growth and change, 
and not mention how little I have actually 
changed. 

“All that was in the past. It’s over. I’m 
doing great and nothing is ever good enough 
for you! How long do I have to suffer because 
of one mistake?” 

6.) I can act disgusted and insulted and 
insulting if you point out significant things 
that I forget or do not know. 

“What the hell do you know about it, any- 
way? So you’re perfect?” 

7.) I can establish reality (fact patterns) to 
my liking. 

“No, that never happened. I never said 
that. You’re crazy.” 

8.) I can be contemptuous or violent if 
you complain, because I should NEVER be 
answerable to you. 

“T don’t answer to you.” “What did you 
say? Shut your mouth if you know what is

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good for you.” 

How do these values interact with what we 
know about substances like opioids alcohol 
and drugs? Do the chemical processes them- 
selves simply make a person more violent? 

With rare exceptions, no. The chemical 
process of addiction is real and powerful, 
yet the addiction exists within the context of 
these values. This means substances either 
amplify or reveal abusive values already held 
by a person. In other words, people may say 
things they would otherwise hold back — but 
the beliefs are still there, within them. 

When people maintain the false, abusive 
belief they can hurt, intimidate or show con- 
tempt for a partner if they feel uncomfort- 
able — and they also struggle with substance 
use disorder — we can anticipate substance 
use will unleash those behaviors because we 
know that most stages of substance use dis- 
order produce significantly uncomfortable 
and distressing neurochemical and emotional 
experiences. 

We know that people in early stages of 
addiction as well as the early stages of recov- 
ery feel very uncomfortable a great deal of 
the time. We also know that people who hold 
values that allow them to be aggressive or 
make their needs superior to their partners are 
prone to controlling, intimidating or other- 
wise abusive behavior when experiencing the

he Massachusetts Audubon Society 
*[  ecores a vesper sparrow in Hadley. 

The vesper sparrow is a fairly large 
sparrow about six inches long with a chunky 
body. a fairly small conical bill and a long, 
notched tail. Distinguishing features include a 
thin white eye ring, streaked breast and white 
outer tail feathers seen in flight. It is a brown 
sparrow with streaking. 

Since it sings mostly in the evening, it got 
the name — vesper sparrow. Its song 1s throatier 
than the song sparrow. It usually begins with 
two clear notes, followed by two higher notes. 
It inhabits grasslands and fields across munch 
of the northern United States and Canada.

Smola rejects effort to diminish 
local control over marijuana host 
community agreements 


BOSTON -— State Rep. Todd 
M. Smola, R-Warren, Ranking 
Member, Committee on Ways & 
Means, is opposing legislation 
that would force cities and towns 
to concede their ability to inde- 
pendently negotiate host commu- 
nity agreements with local recre- 
ational marijuana establishments 
and medical marijuana treatment 
centers. 

House Bill 4367 would 
empower the state’s Cannabis 
Control Commission to “review, 
regulate and enforce” all host 
community agreements, and to 
reject certain provisions in these 
agreements by deeming them 
unenforceable. Smola voted 
against the bill, which passed the 
House on a vote of 121-33 on Feb. 
a: 

Under the state’s marijua- 
na law, which was approved by 
voters in 2016 and modified by 


the Legislature in 2017, cities and 
towns can negotiate host commu- 
nity agreements with local mari- 
juana businesses, which are only 
effective for five years but can be 
renewed. The law allows munic- 
ipalities to require payment of a 
community impact fee as part of 
these agreements, but the fee can- 
not exceed 3 percent of the busi- 
ness’ gross sales. 


House Bill 4367 amends the 
existing law by stipulating that 
the five-year timeframe does not 
begin until the marijuana estab- 
lishment or treatment center actu- 
ally commences operation. It also 
allows host communities to waive 
agreements, in writing, with the 
Commission’s approval. 

House Bill 4367 now heads 
to the Senate for further action.

addiction process or the early stages of recovery. 

But it’s important to understand that it isn’t the substance that causes 
the violence — it’s the abusive values. 

Where do these abusive values come from? The sad truth is they are 
predominant in our culture. We are all in a relationship with abusive val- 
ues somehow, either surviving them or to some degree, endorsing them. 

Addiction occurs within the larger culture of inequalities, reinforced 
by violence. Addiction can be a coping mechanism that helps people 
survive the impact of abusive values in our culture or in their intimate 
partnership. It can also serve to numb perpetrators of abuse which then 
allows them to continue behaving in abusive ways. 


With this deeper understanding of the intersection 
between intimate partner violence and addiction, we 
can redefine being in recovery from addiction to also 
include being responsible for interacting safely and 
respectfully with your intimate partners, no matter 


what is going on. 


If an addiction specialist is working with someone 
who is abusive in their intimate partnerships, they 
should seek out help from colleagues who are trained 
to understand the specific needs of people who are 
abusive. There is a powerful set of resources that 
directly support the abusive person’s change process. 
The Department of Public Health lists on its website 
all the certified Intimate Partner Abuse Education 
groups are available throughout our state. Groups 
are free or charge a sliding scale fee. Visit this site to 
learn more: https://www.mass.gov/service-details/inti- 
mate-partner-abuse-education-program-services.

WARE — During the week 
of March 9, the Department 
of Elementary and Secondary 
Education’s Office of Public 
School Monitoring will conduct a 
Tiered Focused Monitoring Review 
of Ware Public School District. 

The Office of Public School 
Monitoring visits each district and 
charter school every three years to 
monitor compliance with feder- 
al and state special education and 
civil rights regulations. Areas of 
review related to special educa- 
tion include student assessments, 
determination of eligibility, the 


Individualized Education Program 
Team process, and IEP develop- 
ment and implementation. Areas 
of review related to civil rights 
include bullying, student discipline, 
physical restraint, and equal access 
to school programs for all students. 

In addition to the onsite visit, 
parent outreach is an important 
part of the review process. The 
review chairperson from the Office 
of Public School Monitoring will 
send all parents of students with 
disabilities an online survey that 
focuses on key areas of their child’s 
special education program. Survey 


results will contribute to the devel- 
opment of a report. During the 
onsite review, the Office of Public 
School Monitoring will interview 
the chairperson(s) of the district’s 
Special Education Parent Advisory 
Council (SEPAC). Other onsite 
activities may include interviews 
of district staff and administrators, 
reviews of student records, and 
onsite observations. 

Parents and other individu- 
als may call Sandra Hanig, Public 
School Monitoring Chairperson, at 
413- 314-6707 to request a tele- 
phone interview. If an individual 


requires an accommodation, such 
as translation, to participate in an 
interview, the Department will 
make the necessary arrangements. 
Within approximately 60 busi- 
ness days after the onsite visit, the 
review chairperson will provide the 
district with a report with infor- 
mation about areas in which the 
district meets or exceeds regulatory 
requirements and areas in which 
the district requires assistance to 
correct or improve practices. The 
public will be able to access the 
report at www.doe.mass.edu/pqa/ 
review/cpr/reports/.

was snapped in half and there 
were wires involved in the acci- 
dent.” 

He said at the time of the 
accident, which happened 
around 8 p.m., Smith was trav- 
eling over the posted 45 mph 
speed limit. 

Smith was taken to UMass 
Medical Center in Worcester, 
and O’Donnell reported he sus- 
tained a concussion but no other 
injuries. 

The State Police Crime Scene 
unit was able to obtain Smith’s 
identity, after he attempted to 
give police incorrect informa- 
tion. 

It was discovered he had war- 
rants out in two towns in the 
eastern part of the state. 

He was charged with fail- 
ing to stop for police, refusing 
to provide his identify, speed- 


ing, unlicensed operation of a 
motor vehicle, reckless opera- 
tion of a motor vehicle, marked 
lanes violation, and using a 
motor vehicle without authority, 
according to O’ Donnell. 

O’Donnell said the case 
is still under investigation by 
State Police and more charges 
may follow. Smith was still in 
the hospital as of Friday, Feb. 
7, but is in the custody of the 
Worcester County Sheriff. 

The West Brookfield Police 
Department worked with theW- 
est Brookfield Fire Department, 
West Brookfield Rescue Squad, 
Hardwick, New Braintree, East 
Brookfield, Brookfield, Warren 
and Ware police as well as the 
State Police on the case.

Go on your own yoga journey

y very first yoga class, 
with Joan Allen at 
Hitchcock Free Academy 


(over 25 years ago), was so relax- 
ing I fell soundly asleep in the 
relaxation at the end of the class. I 
loved it, but thought I was too busy 
for regular yoga classes. 

A few years later, with three 
young children at home, I signed 
up for a six-week session with 
Jane Anable, who was then the 
yoga teacher at HFA. I remember 
the evening of the first class: for 
some reason (can’t imagine why!) 
supper was delayed, the kids were 
making a stink because we were 
having broccoli, I got out of the 
house later than I’d planned and as 
I opened the door to the yoga room 
at Hitchcock, class had already 
started. I was about to turn around 
and leave when Jane said to me, 
“Come on in! There’s a place for 
you right here!” And that was it. 
Yoga has been part of my life ever 
since. 

What drew me to yoga was 
wanting something for myself, and 
how I felt welcomed, accepted and 
OK just the way I was in our class 
-- our yoga community. And as a 
yoga teacher, that’s the environ- 
ment that I do my best to cultivate 
for everyone. In a comfortable, 
safe, and welcoming space, we 
feel more free to settle, to quiet, to 
see what’s present for us in body, 
mind, and spirit, to explore and 
allow what’s present to be present. 
All this doesn’t always happen the 
way we might imagine or prefer 
(does anything, really?), nor does 
it happen overnight -- that’s why 
yoga is referred to as a practice! 

It seems that in our goal and 
success-oriented culture here in the 
west, yoga is frequently thought 
of as a means of improving one- 
self, becoming “better” somehow: 
thinner, stronger, more flexible, 
more focused, calmer, better at bal- 
ancing, breathing or...whatever. If 
those are things that draw people to 
yoga, that’s great, and I do find that 
those qualities are often wonder- 
ful by-products of a regular yoga 
practice. 

Oftentimes one’s yoga path does 
begin at the physical level. Then, if 
we stay with it, and if we choose, 
the practice becomes deeper, as 
deep as we are willing to go into 
other areas of our life. Yoga starts 
on the mat, and then becomes a 
part of our life as a whole, which is 
where the expression “Yoga on and 
off the mat” comes from. It’s inex- 
haustible, a practice that one could 
explore for a lifetime and still keep 
discovering and learning - a truly 
amazing journey. 





I chose to do my yoga teach- 
er training at Kripalu Center for 
Yoga and Health in western Mass, 
which is where Jane was trained as 
well. I knew it was the place for me 
because Kripalu yoga always felt 
like home, the yoga of self-aware- 
ness and compassion. I’ve complet- 
ed my 200-hour training there, as 
well as my 500-hour training and 
other advanced modules. A 1,000- 
hour certification may be in my 
future at some time, although my 
intention is to explore what calls 
to me rather than to attain a certain 
level of training. 

The yoga classes I offer tend 
to be gentle-ish to moderate, with 
options for those who want more 
challenge or less because the focus 
is on self-awareness and compas- 
sion, not achievement. The classes 
generally contain the components 
of centering, breathing practice, 
warm-ups, a variety of postures, 
balance practice, relaxation, and 
meditation. There is never any 
“right” or “wrong” way to do yoga, 
although safety is emphasized, and 
we all begin wherever we are at -- 
we all have our own starting point. 
It’s not a competitive practice in 
any way; one’s own experience is 
the most valid. 

I love offering classes to differ- 
ent populations because everyone 
deserves to have yoga be a part of 
their life if they choose -- it’s for 
everybody, not just the young, the 
thin, the flexible, the mainstream, 
etc. It’s also really fun to try differ- 
ent things within the practice; some 
experiences resonate with some of 
us, others don’t, and the explora- 
tion can be really interesting. 

Along with ongoing Kripalu 
yoga classes, “Yoga Nidra” is 
something I offer every so often; 
it’s an experience of very deep 
relaxation through guided med- 
itations. One can approach Yoga 
Nidra with the intention of simply 
relaxing (much needed in our cul- 
ture); it can also be a practice of 
transformation by bringing to mind 
a “resolve” or intention to culti- 
vate something in one’s life, such 
as connection, health, well-being, 
patience, or whatever one may

choose. It’s like planting a seed, 
and the seed takes root during the 
practice of relaxation. 

Recently I completed a certifi- 
cation in “Let Your Yoga Dance” 
at Kripalu. The LYYD classes I’ve 
participated in at Kripalu’s Noon 
Dance sessions have always been 
really fun, satisfying, and exhila- 
rating; I realized that it would be a 
wonderfully energizing and uplift- 
ing experience to offer for those 
who enjoy music and movement, 
who are curious, and who may or 
may not be so drawn to a classic 
yoga class. 

We are all natural dancers even 
though we may not always think 
that of ourselves. It is incredibly 
rewarding to see participants smil- 
ing, moving, maybe going just out- 
side their comfort zone at times, 
connecting with themselves and 
others -- simply having a great 
time. 

There may not be a lot of “reg- 
ular” yoga poses in these LYYD 
classes; yoga is about more than 
the pose, and Let Your Yoga Dance 
classes are designed to open energy 
channels in the body and encour- 
age the free flow of energy, just 
like “traditional” yoga. Dancing 
your yoga is a great way to 
enhance body health, brain health, 
heart health and soul health. 

It’s important to remember that 
there is not any one “correct” jour- 
ney that everyone should try to fol- 
low -- on or off the mat. Every 
person has their own path, and 
it can be really fun, challenging, 
and interesting to explore different 
classes, practices, and traditions 
to find out what is authentic and 
fulfilling for oneself -- which may 
change over time. There are, fortu- 
nately, many different yoga/ mind- 
fulness/movement practices avail- 
able, so listen to your inner adven- 
turer and discover for yourself.

WEST BROOKFIELD — The 
Quaboag Historical Society is 
currently requesting nomina- 
tions for the annual Lucy Stone 
Achievement Award and the Irving 
and Jane England Award. 

Each year, the historical soci- 
ety recognizes its most impressive 
community leaders and volunteers 
with these two awards, which are 
presented at the society’s annual 
April luncheon. The Lucy Stone 
Achievement Award is given annu- 
ally in observance of the com- 
monwealth’s designation of Lucy 
Stone Day on March 8. Born on 
Coy Hill in West Brookfield, Stone 
worked tirelessly throughout her 
life to obtain equal rights for all 
individuals. She was a lecturer 
for abolitionist and equal rights 
groups, as well as the founder and 
editor of The Woman’s Journal. 

For the Lucy Stone Award, 
the Quaboag Historical Society 
requests nomination letters for 
any person living in one of the 
six Quaboag Plantation area 
towns (the four Brookfields, New 
Braintree and Warren). Residents 
are asked to nominate individu- 
als whose volunteer efforts have 
helped make their communities 
better places to live. The nomi- 
nating letters should provide a 
brief explanation of why the writer 
believes the nominee is deserving 
of the award. The name, address 
and phone number of both the 


nominator and the nominee must 
be included in the letter. 

“For this award, we are seeking 
nominees who have done an exem- 
plary job of giving back through 
community service,” said QHS 
Co-President Amy Dugas, who 
described the motto of the Lucy 
Stone Award as honoring residents 
who make the world a better place. 

The Irving and Jane England 
Award, also presented annually 
by the QHS, is given each year 
to a resident of West Brookfield 
who has helped better the commu- 
nity through community service. 
Nomination regulations for this 
award are the same as those for the 
Lucy Stone award. 

Dugas and other QHS leaders 
feel it’s important to take a few 
moments each year to honor those 
who contribute countless hours to 
improving their communities. 

“Those people willing to put 
in the time and get involved, and 
make a significant contribution to 
the community, should be recog- 
nized,’ Dugas said. 

All nomination entries for the 
awards should be submitted to the 
QHS by Wednesday, March 18. 
The recipients will be invited to 
attend the QHS annual luncheon 
meeting on Sunday, April 26.

BARRE - Two wins, a loss 
and an invitation to the Clark 
Tournament. Just a typical week

Rankings system 
still unclear

REGION — The Massachusetts 
Interscholastic Athletic Associ- 
ation’s Tournament Management 
Committee states that between 46 
and 55 percent of teams will qual- 
ify for their division’s respective 
tournament in most of the major 
sports. 

But the question on the minds 
of many Western Massachusetts 
athletic directors, coaches, ath- 
letes, and parents is, how many of 


those teams will be from Western 
Massachusetts? 

The answer, essentially, is 
almost as many teams that qualify 
now. 

Now, how is that possible? 

Thanks to a compromise during 
the committee’s process of formu- 
lating a proposal, any team that 
finishes with a .500 record or 
above will qualify for the state 
tournament. Those teams that are 
not power-ranked in the top 32 
(or 16 in some cases), will get an 
opportunity to play into the tour- 
nament. Teams below the No. 
32-ranked team will be seeded 
lower and have to “play-in” to the 
tournament through preliminary 
round games. 

What that will leave out under 
Western Massachusetts’ current 
format, is the ability to for teams 
that place first or second in their 
leagues to qualify.

Under current rules, leagues 
in Western Mass., which 
are aligned by the Pioneer 
Valley Interscholastic Athletic 
Association, send their first and 
second place finishers to tourna- 
ment regardless of their overall 
records. It’s a small percentage 
of the teams that qualify, but it 
does happen consistently each 
season. 

However, with an expan- 
sion to a fifth division for major 
sports like baseball, soccer, bas- 
ketball, softball, football, and 
girls volleyball, the competition 
might allow for more teams to 
qualify for tournament. 

According to the MIAA pro- 
posal, the sports that will have 
four divisions: Tennis, lacrosse, 
and field hockey, the MIAA sug- 
gests that between 53 and 62 per- 
cent of teams in the state will 
qualify for those tournaments. 
Ice hockey will have an estimat- 
ed 62 percent qualify for tourna- 
ment across three divisions. 

There is also a provision in 
the proposal to allow the sport 
committee to create subdivi- 
sions, such as a Division “1A.” 
However, the parameters how 
and why that would happen are 
not clear. 

Also still unclear is how the 
MaxPreps power rankings sys- 
tem would work. While a sam- 
ple ranking system using last 
season’s soccer playoffs as an 
example, plenty of Western and 
Central Mass. teams qualified. 

But it is still unclear exactly 


how MaxPreps would rank the 
teams in Western Massachusetts, 
how it would take into account 
the diversity in the teams 
Western Mass. plays against with 
the vast geography, versus the 
density in Eastern Massachusetts. 

The proposal also does not list 
how many games a team must 
play to be considered for post- 
season play. Right now, most 
seasons average between 16 
and 20 games. Lacrossee, field 
hockey, volleyball, and soccer 
are known for 16-18 game sea- 
sons while baseball, softball, and 
basketball often play between 18 
and 20 games. 

One part of the proposal does 
lay out the home and away sit- 
uation. It states that prelimi- 
nary play-in games, and the first 
three rounds, the round of 32, 
16, and 8 (quarterfinals) will 
be at the site of the home seed. 
However, all home sites have to 
meet MIAA standards to host a 
home game. If a site does not, 
the home school athletic director 
can attempt to find an accept- 
able site, or the lower seed would 
host the game. In extreme cases, 
the tournament director will be 
charged with finding an accept- 
able site.

The MIAA has reached a 
decision on holding a special 
meeting on the proposal. The 
statewide tournament propos- 
al will be voted on Feb. 28 at a 
special meeting at 9:30 a.m. at 
Assabet Valley Technical High 
School in Marlborough.

Starting Feb. 23 


Drivers will be prohibited 
from holding a mobile electron- 
ic device, looking at a mobile 
electronic device unless viewing 
navigation and a device affixed 
to a vehicle, using an electronic 
mobile device unless in hands-free 
mode, according to a press release 
from the Massachusetts Chief’s 
Association. 

Phones can be used in emer- 
gencies for help needed, an acci- 
dent, needing assistance (such as 
an ambulance, fire or police) and 
to report a disabled vehicle. 

The law doesn’t apply to public 
safety personnel using a mobile 
electronic device while operating 
an emergency services vehicle and 
engaged in the performance of 
their duties. 

The fine structure is as follows 
— first offense is $100 (non-sur- 
chargable), second offense is 
$250 and a program completion 
(non-surchargable) and a third 
offense is $500 and a program 
completion (surchargable). 

From Feb. 23 through March 
31, the first offense will be a warn- 
ing and citations will be issued for 
subsequent offenses and typing or 
reading of electronic messages.

After a pair of losses 
when the Panthers traveled to 
Lunenburg and St. Peter Marian, 
the team was able to rebound 
and showed why they secured 
an early spot in Districts when 
the South Colonels (4-11) visit- 
ed Barre.
